Fewer Sask. motor 
licences revoked 1956 


There were 400 fewer motoring 
revocations, suspensions and demo- 
tions in 1956 than in 1955, J. A. 
Christie, chairman of the provin- 
cial highway traffic board, said. 

Revocations, suspensions and de- 
motions in 1956 totalled 1,794 as 
compared with 2,194 in 1955. 
Breakdown of the 1956 figure with 
the comparable 1955 figure in 
brackets is as follows: 

Driving after drinking 952 (768), 
reckless or dangerous 59 (64), im- 
Prudent 215 (578) judgments 170 
(220) Section 146-1 (failing to re- 
main) 78 (122) Section 147-1 
(failing to report) 49 (105), driv- 
ing under suspension 30 (21), sec- 
tions 90-91 V.A. 144 (136), others 
97 (180). 

A sharp drop in the number of 
red and blue licenses was also not- 
ed by the: highway traffic board. 
In 1956 a total of 1,660 red licenses 
were issued compared with 2,097 
in 1955 while the number of blue 
licenses issued dropped from 4,795 
in 1955 to 1,134 in 1956. 

Mr. Christie said the drop in the 
number of blue licenses was due 
to the amendment of the Vehicles 
Act in 1956 whereby a blue li- 
cence was not issued for the first 
conviction with regard to several 
sections of the Act. - 

“This. has also begun to affect 
the number of red licenses being 
fssued. It will continue to affect 
the number of persons whose li- 
censes are revoked, because in-+ 
stead of three minor offenses with- 

* in'two years they are now allowed 
four before revocation is effective,” 
he said. :

Artificial 
incubation of 
goose eggs 


Incubation practices used for 
chicken eggs must be modified if 
satisfactory results with goose 
eggs are to be achieved. Goose 
eggs require the same incubation 
temperature as chicken: eggs, but 
unlike chicken eggs, they require 
different, turning and humidity 
practices, The eggs should. be 
turned at least three times daily 
during the 28-day incubation 
period, and turned completely over 
each time, i.e, through a complete 
180 degrees, or as close to 180 
degrees as possible. This is in 
contrast to chicken eggs which 
are turned only through a 90 de- 
gree angle. Goose eggs shoula be 
wetter during the twenty - eight 
day ineubation period about three 
times a week. This may be done 
by spraying the eggs with a water- 
ing can or dipping ‘eggs in water. 
The water used for this purpose 
should be about the temperature 
of the eggs in the incubator. The 
humidity throughout the incuba- 
tion period should be maintained 
at about the same level as it is 
for chicken eggs, or slightly high- 
er if it is possible to maintain it 
at a higher. level. Wetting the 
eggs will only raise the humidity 
level temporarily. ‘ 

Experimental results reported by 
E. S. Merritt, Central &xperiment- 
al Farm, Ottawa, have shown. that 
by following these two procedures 
of wetting the eggs and turning 
them through a 180 degree angle 
the incubation of goose eggs can 
be quite successful. 


As with all eggs to be used for 
incubation, proper care should be 
used in gathering and storing them. 
They should be gathered frequent- 
ly .to avoid too much chilling in 
the nests, cleaned and stored at 
about 55 degrees F. In general, 
the shorter time the eggs are held 
in. storage the better the incuba- 
tion results. In any - case, eggs 
Should not be held much longer 
than two weeks,

A local man ‘has observed that, although we are all 
eager to secure some new industry to add to town business, 


of industries we already have. This of course refers to the 
agricultural industry, and’ more specifically the fine foun- 
dation that has been laid in respect to beef raising. 


No doubt this opinion is shared by all the local men 
who have initiated new means of attracting attention to 
this district as a centre of purebred cattle and high quality 
commercial cattle. A few men are giving a great amount of 
time and thought to promoting High River district along 
this line, and their successful efforts deserve community 
appreciation. ~~ 

This year two new ventures developed more satis- 
factorily than anticipated and promise to become annual 
events. One was the first sale of registered bulls in early 
June and another was the first November calf sale. Both 
events brought entries, patronage and prices beyond ex- 
pectations. In addition there are such established annual 
events as the well-sponsored 4-H Calf feeding show and 
sale, the fat stock show in August and the light horse sale 
in June. Another event focussing attention on High River 
was the annual convention of the Canadian Galloway 
Breeders’ Association in July. 

The past year is noteworthy for further emphasis on 
the livestock industry through holding of feed lot tours, one 
in early spring and one in late fall. These tours roused 
wide interest far beyond the limits of this district, and 
were of much practical value. The’ second of these tours 
was, further augumented by a lécture course given by pro- 


_ fessors from the Agricultural Department University of Al- 


berta. The formation of a High River Feeders’ Association 
this fall has put about 900 head of stock out on feed and 
given encouraging start to this new organization promoted 
by the F.U.A. 

- All in all this district has been vigorous this year in 
ening attention upon its basic industry, and in maintain- 
ing a high standard of showmanship and quality. The 
group of men who have carried the burden of organizing 
and developing new projects are acting upon their belief 
that the best way to help the district-is by making the 
best possible use of the resources which are at hand, That 
is much more practical than wishful thinking. .

There may be some element of reason in this, but 
it is likely in the final analysis that the child in food 
selection is little better than the adult horse, which, -if 
given as. much latitude, will without fail founder.

A sub-heading reads “Beware Of 
Bad. Cheques!’’ The booklet comments that each year 
Canadian business loses an estimated two million dol- 
lars by means: of forged cheques, raised cheques and 
money orders much of which could be saved if employer 
or employee exercised a few precautions. ° 

About’ 85 percent of fraudulent cheques are cashed in 
stores and-.other places of business. Banks, because of 
their precautions, are well down on the swindler's list of 
victims. ° 

In 1955 the Fraudulent Cheque Section of the RCMP 
received’ advive of a total $450,000.00 of forged negoti- 
able paper and jit is estimated that only 25 percent of 
such forgeries. are reported to the Section says the book. 

The. law is adequate to punish the offence of forgery 
and uttering but it is better to prevent crimes than to 
punish them. ; 

The most effective method for the prevention of crime 
is education: and: the object of this booklet is to enlist 
your aid to reduce crime by prevention. 

Contact the local detachment and obtain one ‘of these 
booklets containing helpful hints. on counterfeit’ money, 
how to recognize the professional swindler and a num- 
ber of safeguards. Have your staff study this booklet.

Gordon report 
indicates healthy future 


(From The Review, Revelstoke, B.C.—January 17, 1957) 

The. much-talked-about .Gordon report on Canada’s 
economic future was tabled in the House of Commons last 
week and. immediately evoked dismay in political circles. 
The Prime Minister didn’t like the suggested policy for 
marketing wheat, while both Victoria and Uttawa frowned 
on the ‘suggestion that hydro power shoul exported. 

Lands and Forests Minister Ray Williston said this 
province would oppose a national authority on the devel- 
opment and utilization of hydro power as sugyested in the 
report. Mr. Williston said (and we think rightly so) that 
hydro resources “should no! be alienated to a national 
authority. Hydro should be left to development by: the 
provinces as a natural resource which the provinces own.” 

The recommendation that university teachers should 
be paid more and the standards of Canadian universities 
raised received the enthusiastic support of Dr. Norman 
MacKenzie, president of UBC. He said Canadian univer- 
sities were lagging in facilities and financial support. 

It was not to be expected that a report on such a 
broad subject would meet with unanimous approval, ex- 
cept in its optimistic predictions for the future. The report 
sees a further shortage of skilled labor, an increase in the 
gross national product by ‘1980 three times the present 
figure, a population increase of 11 million.
